Historically blacks havejoinedthe * 
armed services for two primary rea- 
sons. Many believed that valor on 
the battlefield would be unchallen- 
geable evidence of their patriotism, 
and thus their right to be treated 
equally with white Americans. Cer- 
tainly the 5,000 blacks (many slaves) 
who fought in the Revolutionary 
War and the 186,000 black-Civil War 
soldiers (68,000 died or were miss- 
ing) felt that their actions removed 
the stamp of inferiority left by 
slavery.

Counted In Census | 


Thp 1980 Census officially ‘begins April 1. 
and it is the most important event of the year 
for minorities, perhaps even more important 
than the outcome of the presidential election. 

That's because the census results will affect 
just.about every area of minority life. Part of 
the problems faced by minorities inthe geven- 
ties derived from the fact that so many were 
counted out, affecting a wide variety of federal 
and state aid programs. : 

The Census’ Bureau itself admits that it 
missed five million people in the 1970 census. 
Rurt wchile ante arent ot Fitter Za 
AowMad, owe out GSIMOUISEH Viacks and one 
out of seven Hispanic-Americans were not 
counted. Almost one out of five young black 
men were missed by the census-takers. 

Over the course.of the decade that under- 
count cost minority communities billions ot 
doliarsin job.programs and other social servi- 
ces allocated in part on population figures 

+. based on inaccurate.census numbers. 

Apologists for the undercount claim that 
minority suspicions of official documents and 
government probers were the main cause. 

But more important was the failure to design 
procedures to ensure that everyone is 


counted. Major efforts were not made to pene- 


trate suspicions and convinee people that it” 


was ih their interests to fill out-and return the 
census forms. 

It is questionable whether the 1980 census 
will-do -much-better-on-that-score.

A 40 year old Eastside man charged with three felony 
offenses, was being held in the Franklin County Jail 
$125,000 bond pending a preliminary hearing Thursday in 
Municipal Court. 

Reynard (Smokey) Birtha, 273 Miami Ave., is charged 
| with felonious assault, aggravated robbery and illegally 

processing a prescription to obtain narcotic drugs’ Bond 
was set at $50,000 each on the assault and robbery charge 
and $25,000 on the drugs count. 

He is charged with knowingly causing Kenneth John- 
son, 1612 Kohr Rd., with physical harm by shooting himin 
the hand and neck on March 26. Healso allegedly robbed 
Johnson of $23 in cash while armed with a deadly wea- 
pon, a loaded .38. 

In connection with the drugs count, Birtha is accused of 
using the name of Terry Hill Jr., on aprescription issued to 
Dr. 0.G. Sanor at the Neil Pharmacy, 3214 Allegheny Ave. 
on March 27, 

The druggist, Ray Fisher. was charged with complicity 
in the illegal processing of the drug document. He 
allegedly filled six forged prescriptions, each for 90 
tablets of Ritalin after Birtha paid him $100 in addition to 
the $22 regular prescription price each.

It 
was not until other people 
began to seek Owens' 
autograph that the beggar 
knew who hewas. 

“No one loved youngs- 
ters better than Jesse,” 
McMurray said. “|! have 
heard him speak to young 
people on many occasions 
and he always emphasized 
an abiding faith in God, 
parents and getting a good 
education in that order.” 

“There are many social 
ills in America,” Owens has 
often said, “but itis still the 


greatest country in the 


world.” 

Richard Delaney, :asso- 
ciate director of athletics at 
Ohio State, had this to say 
about Owens: ‘‘Jesse 
Owens is Ohio State's most 
renown athlete. Jesse 
Owens and Ohio State are 
synonymous. You grow up 
in a time when'you legiti- 
mately had heroes.
